Vienna, Thursday, May 8.—The death- 


knell of old Austria was sounded in 
parliament this afternoon when Chan- 
cellor Renner, in accepting the nomina 
tion as a peace delegate to go to St. 
Germaine, said he relinquished all hopes 
for a fusion with Germanyi His speech 
was made while the impression caused 
by the allies terms to Germany was 
still strong. The feeling in the chamber 
was, according to one speaker, that "it 
would be madness to unite with a na- 
tion subject to such measure*." 


"The Austrian people must suffer for 


the misdeeds of their rulers." the chan- 
cellor said. 


"We never wanted the war and we 


were not guilty of bringing it about. 
I will do mr best to secure better terms 
for ourselves.". 


The address was delivered within .* 
stone's throw of the foreign office in 
Bfclnlau. where the first machinery of 
the war was set in motion nearly fiv 
year* ago and moved many of the chan- 
cellor's hearer* to- tears.
